SAFE HAVEN 

In North Philly, a group has created a small 
oasis amid the killings. By Daniel Oenvir 

~ long-ubendoned building at 16th andOakdule.in the 
- heart of North Philly. is the humble epicenter of a ronais- 
W T aance.Dcnvnaa’ampedflightDfatainjsita Express Ur-Self 
Incorporated, a high-tech basement recording studio owned 1^ 
Terry Starks, a former prisoner bearing four gunshot wounds. 

Express Ur-Self offers young people something else tn do in 
a neighborhood that suffers more murders than anyotherin 
Philadelphia — this year, the 22nd Police District has been the site 
of2Sldllrng5and lllshootingB as of July 17. Itis also the opera- 
tions center for a group of men trying to keep black youth away 
&om violence andprison. 

On a recent afternoon at the studio, as house bandPress4tyme 
(gospel, R&B. rep and soul) wound down a practice session, other 
musicians stopped by to visit, including local singer VIP and a 
young DJ frximthe neighborhood. 

“If I ain’t have noway to record, I would be doing the stuff I used 
to do,' said Degjay DaSinger, 19. 

Row houses in every direction are boarded up and interspersed 
by vacant lots, and almost every wood-uffrxed door and window is 
emblazoned with a spray-painted elegy: “RIP G-Bull'or “In Loving 
Memory ofAndi 5000,' the lattermarkingthe spot in front of an 
empty lot where a fleeing 19-year-old named Albert Purnell was 


shot and killed by police in May, They claimed, contrary to witness 
accounts, that he pulled a ,357 magnum. 

‘We don't want more teddy bears,' saysAtiba Kwesi, aka Jesse 
Johnson, released 19 months ago after 27 years behind bars for armed 
robbeiy. “You see that? RI.P. That’s the slogan in our community,* 
These men are not exactly u Kiwanis Chib composite sketch : 
three former prisoners, age 26 to 51, and Gunnery Sgt. Jamal 
Robinson , a Marine.

-^THEURBAN GARDENS DILEMMA 

For'about 2S. maybe close to SlTyearB, James Cruel] grew vegetables — collard 
greens.sweetpotatoes,tonuitoes,g7eenbeima, turnips — inavacrnitlotjustupthe 
streetfrom his Strawberry Mansion home. Butafewmonths ago. Cruell was kicked 
out of his garden, and fbrthe first time in decades, the lot hasgone fallow. 

James Cruell, or'Mr. James," as he's known to all in the neighboihood, is 89 
years old. ("If 1 can live fbur-and-a-half more months, fll be 90!’l He learned to

farm in South Carolina, moving to Phillj 
in 1964, soon afterbuyingthesmall house 
in which he now lives alone, since his wife 
passed away several years ago. 

Cruell doesn’t own theparcels in which 
he created hisdecades-old garden. But be 
hguied no one would mind : The surrcnmd- 
ing blocks are a Swiss cheese of vacant 
lots and abandoned properties. What’s 
more, some yeara aaa‘‘aladyftomthe dty" 
padlocked the lot and, like some buroau- 
cratic fairy godmother, left Cruell with 
his own key, 

That worked fine — until this yeas whm. 
Cruell says, awoman approached him in 
the garden and told himitwos her property 
and that he’d liave to leave. 

Whether she had a right to isn't clear: 
Cruell and other neighbors identity the 
woman as the occupant of a house at the 
endoflhe Uock, until recently achurch. and 
whidi, they nervously say, is rumored to 
becomea*lnotortydeclub.’’(The house has 
been painted, ominously, in acoatofdaik 
black.)0'tyfhperwasunabletD ^>eakwith 
anyone at the house. But according to dty 
records, the house in cpiestion remains the 
property of the p astor of the former drurdi; 
records do not iirdicate any recent change 
in ownership ofthe several lotsthat com- 
prised the garden, three of which belong 
(contiguously)to the dty. 

Cruell, of course,didnt know any ofthat 
when he was asked bs leave — nor did he 
know to whom he could turn. 

He isn’t the onlyone who feels a bit in 
the dark when it comes to knowing what 


rights urban gardeners do anddon’thave. 
espedally when it comes to using vacant 
landandwhetherorwhenthecrtyiswiHing 
to stidc up for urban farmers Indeed, it’s 
become quite the point of contention. 

Among themany goals setforthinMayor 
Michael Nutter's Groenworks plan to make 
Philly the “greenest city in America" is to 
“bring local food within 10 minutes of 75 
percentofthepopulation.'Theplangoeson 
to note, "Vacant city-owned land presents 
an cqjportunity to create new commerdal 
agricultuTe ventures and rtew community 
gardens in the city.* 

urban farmer. But it also favors getting 
“fair-rtuiiket* value for dty-owned vacant 
land — something many farmers can't 
aflbrd — and is reluctrmt to preclude that 
land finm betngsold. The result, so fiir.has 
beensomethingofastalemate. “Wewant 
to support irrban gardens,” emphasizes 
John Carpenter, deputy executive direc- 
tor for the Redevelopment Authority. “We 
also want uihan garde rrs to be maintained 
— TnflTi ytTmps,ppnplpmnlp.grp aroimdthe 
idea of creating a garden , . . but not all of 
those stick." 

Indeed,ina2008reportonurbBngprden- 
ing in Philadelphiu, ftom professor Dominie 
Vitiello found a 50 percent decline in the 
number ofutban garderts, which Vitiello 
attributed in part to the diminishing cul- 
ture of older residents who had grown up 
in rural settings, but also to reduced assis- 
tance from the city. 

I^rticularly vulnerable, Vitiello noted, 


are “the large number of single-tender gardens on lots in neighborhoods with 
an aburtdance of vacant land ... owned by people other than the gardeners* 

— farmers, thatis, like Cruell, many of whom were once supported by state and 
dty programs that have since been cut. As a rosult, many urban farmers have 
become lost in the system, saysAmy Laura Cahn.whowiJl be heading up a new 
initiative by the Public Interest Law CenterofPhiladelphia to provide pro bono 
legal assistanceto urban farmers. “Hud he hud access to legal support or com- 
munity support years ago. he probably would have figured out how to access this 
land.*Cahnsays. 

The city, of course, has priorities to balance. In the midst ofthe first tantative 
growtbin decades, theNutter administration — and.forthatmatter, some City 
Council members — is being cautious when it ccnnes to gardens and urhan farms. 
What formal agreementsthedtymadeintherecaitpasthavetEDdedtobeyear- 
to-^or, which, many irrban farmers say, makes long-term investment too risky. 
Commimitygardens like the Eastwick Community Gardm, whose I5-^ar lease 
with the Redevak^inent Authority WHsrecentlyre^daced with ayear-tn-year lease, 
andMillCreekFaiminWestIhiladelphia,whDseleaseisdireatEDedbydevelop- 
mentinterosta, are fighting fortheir continued existence with imcl ear support from 
the city. Smaller farmers say they’ve gotten nowhere whai it comes to acquiring 
or borrowing land. “I basically got the impression ttiat they weren’t interested 
in letti ng people fit rm.* says Josh Johnson, who tried with a few others to start a 
quarter-acre cmttainerfarmin Kensington. Brewerytown'sMaraUton Fhrm. a 
nonprofit entity establisliedby Marathon &iJI CEO (and multi thousand-do liar 
campaign donorto Nutter) Cary Borish, is the only mqjor fanning effort to have 
obtained significant vacant land from the dty for fanning so far under Nutter. 

The little guys are still waiting for the administration to aiutounce a compre- 
hensive polity on urban gardening — udedsion that appears to have drifted into 
the vortex of the dty's overhaul of its vacant land policy. According to sources in 
City HalL a draft has been circulating that changes the dty's old standard, tme- 
year garden agreement with a much larger and more complicated agreement 

— but it’s still a one-year lease. Councilwoman Maria Quid ooes-Sanchez has 
introduced a resolution calling for hearings on the city's urban garden policies. 
Nothing’s beai scheduled yet, buCwemay see such ahe axing this foil, and urban 
farm activists are already getting ready in antidpotion. 

Waiting, too, is James Cruell ofStrawbeny Mansioirnotforany hearingbut, 
hopefully, to plant again next spring. 


LAND GOES UNACCOUNTED FOR 

Tb hold land is to have power. Vernon Murks knewthatweU.Startinginthemid- 
'80s.Marks,aWoiidWur II veteran and bail bondsman who worked as chief of 
staff for former Fifth District Councilman Cedi B. Moore, a neighbotbood hero, 
began to acquire vacant property from the dty's redeveliqiment authority for 
two neighborhood housing organizations ofhis own creation, the Strawberry 
Mansirai Citizens Participation Council <SM CPC) and the Strawberry Mansion 
Housing Coalition (the exact difference between the two isn't clear, and they 
have often been ccmflated in the press). Marks’ organiz^ms received a couple 
dozen properties ctxiveyed in the mid-’SOs, and another dozen or so in the ^Os. 
via City Council’s Vacant Property Review Committee, of which Marks was 
head. Some ofthose were sold at low costto individuals: others became part of 
larger bouang projects, including 49 new units of affordable rmital housing in 
19 buildings known as the Mansion Courts. 

Marks' work was not without critical scrutiny. In 1994, shortly after the 
completion ofthe first Mansion Court project, a federal grand jury subpoenaed 
the records ofSMCPC and Maruflon Develop mentCorp.. which had partnered in 
the Mansion Court project and which was farmed in 1990hy now-CoundIman 
Datrell Clarke, then an aide to former mayor John Street, and his business 
partner. Anthony Rhaney. Clarke, according to a 1994 /nqufrer article about 
thesulqxiena.had sold his interestin the componyto Rhaney years earlier, The 
same article cited a series of lettcro to hou sing officials from another area devel- 
oper who daimed that Marks had “urged othercityoffidalstocut off fun ding* 
for his firm when he didn’t “immediately pay a share of profits' to the SMCPC.

Markackimed no improper behavior.and 
charges were never brought. 

If Marks was pushy, it was for the good 
of the neighborhood. si^sLenora Jockson- 
Evana, who worked under Marks before 
he passed away in late 1999, leaving, she 
says, a gaping hole in the neighborhood’s 
leadership: "He was the godfatherofNorth 
Philly,’’ she says. 

When Marks died, his organization 
pretty much went withhim;“We all went 
oursqjarate ways after that," Jackson- 
Evans says, But the organization didn’t 
stop dealing in real estate. 

Fbur years later. Strawberry Mansion 
Housing Coalition (SMHC Ire-emerged 
— on paper at leust — aathe'partner'ina 
new development headed up by Pennrose 
Pr op e rti es to restore a pair ofhistoric but 
severe^ dilapidated apartment buildings 
facing Fairmount Park as the new Vernon 
House apartments, named for Marks. 
SMHC had acquired two properties key to 
that renovation — along with four others 
— in 1998, shortly before Marks passed 
away, and whidiSMHC nowconveyedfor 
a nominal cost to the project developers. 

But with Marks gone, what rai .5 SMHC!? 
By the account of Jackson-Evans. the 
■group' was, essentially, herself and 
Anthony Rhaney, who’d worked under 
Marks — “^ust me and him" — lacking a 
board, members, an offtce or, according 
to IRS records, official nonprofit status. 
Jackson-Evans claims Rhaney made the 
decisions and htmdled the Vernon House 
deal. ( City Paper made several unsuccessful 
attempts to reach Rhaney forcommenton 
this story; Arthur Haywood, whose name 


appearsas‘Assi8tantSecretary"inanear- 
her sale ofproperties authorized by Rhaney, 
said he was briefly SMHC’s lawyer but 
declined to comment further.) 

It's hard to imagine in some neighbor- 
boods — Society Hill comesto mind — that 
just a coufde of people, operating appar- 
entlywithout aboard ofdirectors or other 
oversight mechanism, might become a 
city-reccgnized partner in a mqjor develop- 
ment plan But the pasang away of Marks 
and, indeed, ofa whole generation ofcom- 
munity leaders left a vacuum of leader- 
ship, say not a few Strawberry Mansion 
residents with whom City Paper spoke: 
"Ihere were people who kept us informed 
as to what was going on — we don’t have 
that anymore, "is how Lena White he ad, 
a committee person in the 2Sth Word for 
30 years, put it. 

SMHC owned the needed propeilies 
— and, whatever it had turned into, the 
entity became, on paper at least, acom- 
munitypartnerin the venture. Rhaney’s 
signature afpears on the documents deed- 
ing SMHC's proper-ties to the develop- 
mort partnership, an entity called Vernon 
House Housing Pertnership LP, which, 
according to documents reviewed by City 
Paper, included a company called Anteo 
Devel(^mentLlX3, owned by Rhaney, 

According to Office of Housing and 
Community Development spokesman 
Paul Chiystie, the partnerehlp received 
about $1.2 million in total subsidies from 
theci^sRedevelopmentAuthori^lRElAI 
fortheprojecL

partner Rhaney’s involvement in the project (Clarke would, however, appear 
at its ribbon-cutting):'! don’t steer (devebpersl toward any organization." he 
told City Regarding a 2002 letter, signed by Rhaney and Pennrose CEO 

RkhaTTl Barnhart and addressed to then-RDA chiefHeibert Wetzel thatsays 
'CouiKilman Darrell Clarke has urged us to formulate this proposal' and to 
“contact Anthony Rhaney or Council man Garke directly.'CIarke says he recalls 
no sudi conversations. 

The project itself was. by many accounts, a good one:’nre renovated Vernon 
House apartments, nesded between mn-down rowhomes, are handsome and 
represent the last official legacy of Marks' old organization. 

It was not, however, the last transaction the seemingly defunct Strawberry 
Mansion organizations engaged in. In 2004, just months after SMHC had part- 
nered with Vernon House, the coalition (whose docuirrenls lUraney had signed 
that year as “preadentf ) deeded two properties on SSrd Street to Rhaney, for 31 
each, according to the deed — authorized by Jackson-Evans, who now signed 
as 'direclnr." Jackson-Evans, at the time a notary public, says simply that she 
signed documents when Rhaney asked her to. 

Two years later, according city records, Rhaney resold those two properties 
— to Jimmie Moore,alDr>gtimeMunicipal Court judge, who recently retired and 
is ruiming for Congress against incumbent Bob Brady. In a statement emailed 
toCityl^per. Moore acknowledged ownership of the (rather dilapidated) 
houses, but says he bought them for $70,0(XI eadi.not the 31 diat appears on 
the two recorded deeds giving him title to those properties, bodi of which carry 
the sigiuiture of Anthony Rhaney and thenotary stamp of Jackson-Evans, A 
spokesman forMoore says that Moore did not buy the pn^rty from Rhaney, 
but from an SMHC board memberwhosenamehe can't recall, and that the 31 
figure is ‘not true." 

'Now that I am a retired Philadelphia Munkipul Courtjudge,*Moareaddsin 
the statement.*! have more time to work to turn these properties into a jewel 
in the community." 

Several months later, in 2007, SMCPC deeded (this dme, with Jackson-Evans’ 
signature) two adjacent Fairmount properties on the 800 block of North 20th 
Street tn the INM Group LIXl, signed for by one Kirby Ames for 31.000. It was 
resold for 31 15,000 less than a month later. 

The SMCPC stin owns (nominally, at least) more than a dozmi properties. mosdy 
vacant lots scattered around the neighborhood. Those parcels with higher values 
seem to hove been sold off to private owners. Meanwhile, two new neighborhood 
organizations, the Strawberry Mansion Neighborhood Action Center and the 
Strawberry Marrsion Community DevelopmentCommittee — theformerheaded 
by Jackson-Evans, the latter by Tonnetta Graham — seem to have become the 
go-to organizations for new local development, of which there is mudr these 
days. Graham says herorganization hopes eventually to own its own properties, 
as did Marks’ group. To hold land, afteraO.is tohave power.

DEVELOPERS WHO DONTDEVELOP 

No matter bow good a developer’s proposals, the eztensim of land, grants and 
aid by the state or city is ultimately on act offaith — in other words, a gamble. 
In maiiyways,Kermy Gamble has proven to be agoodexemjJarofbis surname. 
The R&B superstar millionaire, who hails fiomPhilly'sHrint Breeze neigh- 
borhood — or rather, his Universal Companies nonprofit and various other 
enter-prises are based there — has received scores ofproperties fiom the city 
for nominal fees and has delivered onmostofthem.redeveli^ing hundreds of 
units throughout South Philly into freshly usable housing. 

But not every bet the city’s placed on Gamble has paid off so well Thke, for 
example, the Royal Theater on South Street. Philadelphia’s first black-run 
theater, which i^ned in 1920 and served as the center of Afncan-American 
entertainment and culturein the city, Scheduled to be demobbed after deaides 
ofneglect, the theater and surrounding properties were purchased at the last 
minute by thePreservation Alliance for C^'eater Philadelphia for $370,000 in 
1998. And then, in 2000, Gamble’s Univereul stepped in. He bought the Royal 
himself vowingtomaketheareainto on'lS-houreconomicthsIrict'and to restore

the Royal into “an entertainment facil- 
ity that will have the beat live muaic you 
can fmi’'The city, sharing hia jubilation, 
approved an additional $300,000 to help 
Gamble restore the theater — work he 
estimated would begin “in about a year." 
according to a2000/nguirer article. 

That, of course, was more than 10 years 
ago. And while South Street indeed began 
tn revitalize during the ensuing decade, the 
Royal Theater remained, and still remains, 
a shell When asked about the building in 
HXnbyPhUadelpliia magazine, Universal 
CEO Rahim Islamsaidi'Webought it to 
preserve it," emphaaison "preserve." 

There's been little said about the the- 
ater since, but much about Gamble: In 
January, Gamble’s company was award- 
ed a $500,000 "Promise Neighborhoods" 
grant to transform Point Breeze into a 
“cradle-to-career" service district 

Observers are split between optimism 
and skepticism over whether Gamble is 
the man for the job. Some point to the 
quiet morphing of the plan for the Royal 
hum restoration to preservation as area- 
son for questions. But prominent as that 
example might be. it’s not the only case 
in which properties belonging to Gamble 
and the various companies he controls 
have remairted vacant — for decades, in 
some cases, according to records reviewed 
by O'fy Piper. 

Thkeforexample, 1521 South St., a bar- 
ren, empty lot separated from the street 
by a shoddy wooden fence, which Gamble 
himself acquired more than 20 years ago. 
in 1990: or 1442 and 1444 South St., a 
similar, double-wide vacant lot he’sowned 
since 1998; or 1505 Christian St., arubble- 
filled lot wedged between two mwhomes, 
whidi Gamble has owned since 1991;or 
the ove rgrown jungle at 600 S. 13th St. 
(Universal executives did not return sev- 
eral phone calls seeking comment.) 

Tlie Royal, meanwhile, has received 
renewed attention. On his way out of oQce, 
formerGovEd Rendell awarded Gamble a 
w)iLgj)juig$31 million grant finm the state’s 
RedevelopmentAssistance Capital Projects 
program for renewed work on the Royal 
Theater and the planned South Street 
entertainment complex. In u neighbor- 
hood meeting.

“We’ve had a mrmber of developers come 
in where there’s vacant land, and they 
want to do 100 percent residential" says 
business association secretary Marcus 
lannozzi. because residential projects 
generally turn quicker profits.

Breweryterwn Square, a grid of townhouses 
whose suburhan-style imiformity looks 
paiticulariy odd surrounded, as it is, by 
Brewerytown’s crumbling rowhomes, 
empty fitctorics and weedy lots — no small 
portion of whidr ore owned by Westrum.

The city erwns about a quarter ofthe vacant iandinf’hibdeljhia, and many of 
these pit^ierlies have been and will be auctbnedafitodevebperswho do zilch 
with them. Thanks to “councilmanic prerogative,” the vagaries of bureaucracy 
and the complex machinations of the powerful the Somebodies always have 
on edge over the Nobodies, But now, amovement isofoot toput anend tothat 
status cpiaFbr month a, members of the Campaign toTake Back Vacant Land 
— a hodgqiodge coalition ofneighborhood groups, disabled-rights organizatbna, 
an HIV/AIDS bloc and a janitors union — have been showing up en masse at 
communis events in nuitching yellow T-shirts that spell out their cause. During 
the prima ly election, they were ubic;uitou8, attending every forum and forcing 
City Council candidates to sign onto their idea.

They don't just want gifts from the city, 
though. The idea is more ambidousthan 
that Tbecampaign wants to create some- 
thingcalled a‘*conimunity land trust," an 
independent nanpmfrt that would serve 
as a bolding pen forland obtained for low 
or nominal cost. This land would be dis- 
posed nfnot by the city’s buraaucra<y but 
by a board of residents, dvic groups and 
neighborhood organizations like CDCs 
(and perhaps elected oSicials). with com- 
munities' best interests in mind.

Two recently written bills — one in the 
state, another in the city — couldhavean 
impact cm the coaHtron’sdreamofoeating 
dozens crfland trusts peppered throughout 
Philadelphia. 

Rep. John Ibylor has penned a bill that 
wcnrld give I nral governments the authority 
to create something called aland bank." 
Different than aland trust, the land bank 
would empower a single governmental 
agency to acquire, manage and sell off 
vacant, city-owned property, a tusk 17 riCy 
agencies currently perform. 

According to Councilwomun Mariu Quid- 
one s-Sinriiez — whose district contains 
substantial vacant land — this setup has 
led to so much confusion that “much of my 
office's time and resources are diverted 
terward walking people throu^ these vari - 
ous procedures." She describes residents’ 


climbing an 'insurmountable barrier" of bureaucracy. 

In June, in anticipation ofTaylor^s bill passing — and. perhaps, to prod the 
Nutter administration, whose comprehensive plan for vacant land policy has 
yet to materialize — QuiAonos-Sanchez and Councilman Bill Green introduced 
legislation that calls forcommunity meetings for residents to wei^ in on what 
a potential land bank in Philly might look like. That sets the stage for what 
promises to be alively series ofmeetings this&U.as the CouUtion to 'Hike Back 
Vacant Land will do everythingitcan to pressure politicians, in the case that 
Philadelphia does establish a land bunk, to make sure land trusts get as much 
control over itor property from it asp 08 sible:‘Itwou]dbeahugeloss if a land 
bank gave the majority of its property to the hipest bidder," says Lichtash. 

Df course, that’s assuming Tbylor’s biQ even passes against of^sition from 
groups ranging from real estate agents to advocates far low-income residents 
tofr-ee-market enthusiasts. Kim Shindle, spokeswoman for the Ibnn^lvBnia 
Association of Realtors, worries that land banks could saddle cities with extra 
costs. Other critics, like membersofCommunity Legal Services, worry 'Ibylor’s 
bill doesn't protect poor people facing foreclosure. 

Likewise, community land trusts are hardly foolproof. They give control 
to neighborhood groups like community development corporations, which 
might be great or not fbracommunity, depending on what you think of that 
CDC. Council members, at least, are elected. Not so your local CDC. What’s 
more. CDCs have been known to hoard and sit on land themselves, Even more 
dire, a land trust could falter and go bust, as did Manos Unidas. an infamous 
Philadelphia land trust in the ’90s that went belly-up when homeowners 
defaulted on their loans and administrators failed to inform the board about 
its financial troublea 

Which model poaea the greater benefit — or the greater threat — to the long- 
term health ofeommunitiee isexactly whatthe city is going to have to decide 
over the next few yeara.

Like the good doctor, Eli Litwin toiled for two whole years on 
his own monster, the self-titled debut of his solo project Intoisus, 
released earlier this month via Metal Blade Becords. Where his 
fictional predecessor recoiled in horror at the unnaturaJ ugliness 
of his creation, Litwin beams with well-earned pride over his own. 
The albumis at cnce a thing of beauty and a blunt force trauma, a 
patdiwnrk of spontaneous creation and piledriver intensity that 
istno busy bhidgeoningyouto showits scare. 

The idea was to make this really off-the-wall music that sounds 
like it was really intricately composed and rehearsed and seems so 
diBotk," Litwin explains.'but it was built in this FVankenstein way." 

Thesecret lab in this case was North Jersey’s Backroom Studios, 
run by Lkwin's Knife the Glitter biindmnte Kevin An treassian.

Overthe following year he then went back and recorded guitar 
and bass trades, each eitherim|ax)viscd or written immediately 
before recording. The only other instrumentalists are guitarists 
Jason Herrmsnn (Tetsuo) and Alex Nagle iSatanizedl, who previ- 
ously played with Litwin in the bands Burden and Normal Love, 
respectively, and who con tribute appropriate shredding on two 
trades. Once the musk was finalized, he enlisted eight singers to 
supply the 'Yeally intense metal screaming that 1 myself cannot do." 

Each aingerwas tasked with writing theirown lyrics, with 
Litwin giving them complete freedom. Some approached the

Bowing torandemnation fhim ccnueivative politic ians and reli- 
gious graupa, tbeNational Portrait Gallery in Washington. D.C., 
removed David Wojnarowicz's video Afire In My Belly irom‘‘Hide/ 
Seek," its survey of gay and lesbian depictions in portraiture. The 
issue at hand: bi his piece reacting to the AIDS epidemic and the 
loss of his partner, the artist included some 1 1 seconds of ants 
swarming on t<^ ofa (xucihx. 

This prompted the ine\Ttable reaction: The Warhol Foimdation. 
as weD as other private benefactors, said they would no longer pro- 
vide handing to the National Portrait Gallery orthe Smithsonian 
writ large. Seems these debates spark every decade when provoca- 
tive artists and social conservatives mix — Chris Ohli’s elephant- 
dung Virgin Mary in 1999, Andres Serrano’s PiesChrint in 1987, 
Robert Mapplethorpe just about whenever his work is shown. 

Many of these names crop up in “Unsettltecl: Photography 
and Potnics in Contemporary Art "something of the 
Philadelphia Museum ofArt'sofRdal response to the fire con- 
troversy. It brings together work addressing a spectrum of social 
issues through photography — feminism, race relations, gay activ- 
ism and AIDS — but since its April opening, it hasn’t made much of 
a peep. No large-scale boycotts, no sniping word wars in the media. 
A placard at the main entryway warns of the eoctreme nature of the 

before allowing thter children to see it, but doing so. it is no t imme- 
diately evidoit where this extremis lies. 

Upon entering the gallery, a pair of Nan Goldin nudes are imme- 
diately visible on the opposite wall — one involving a maleUgure 
tied up in a dank bedroom, A strong opening stroke, but hardly 
worthy of a disclairraer. But wait — this exhibit is smartly curated, 
favoring photos that might not overtly take the offensive, that 
might seem abstract or innocuous onfirstglance, but leave a lin- 
gering discomfort the more time you spend with them. 

Ofthe issues it aims to address, gayactivism and AIDS get per- 
haps the largest showcase. A stretch ofthe back is dedicated to 
Wqjnarawicz'sSexScrt'es, a collection of photomontages rendered in 
haunting negative, juoctaposing large square stock photos of trains 
and buildings with small circular inset images (many depicting 
sex octsin detail). Some ofthese pieces don't draw a clear connec- 
tion between, say, the cityscape and the man fella ting his partner, 
but others make it painfiil^ evident. Untitled r7>ni/i)mat<hes a 
rail scene with free-associative insets of riot poBce at an ACT-UP 
pmtest.news clippiiags about a gay couple brutally attacked in 
Manhattan, and microsco|xc images of white blood cells depleted 
by HIV/AIDatWojnarowicz himself died ofAIDS-related compHca- 
tkmsin 1992.) Fbr those who did not live thmugh it, it can be dif- 
ficult to comprehend how terrifying the epidemic truly was — but 
these images go a long way toward conveying that fee hng. 

Likewise.PetcrHujai's grainy 1970s shots of deserted New York 
City docks and the men who met there after dark is a powerful rep- 
resentation of how alienating and alone it was to be gay during this 
era.Agroup clad in Halloween costumes poses with open beercans 
and exasperated faces in csie image; in another, a kmc male looks 
from his cor with a pensive gaze. Hujar's studio work.hungnearby. 
shows male models delighting in their own nudity — one sucks his 
big toewitb a quizzical face, anotherrides a zebra in a faux-dra- 
matic pose. These images are playful and enjoyable. but the scenes 



that stick with you are the nighttime streets. 

In the realm of race relations and racism, the exhibit showcases 
Serrano’s Mo nsmontOmat 71/an ofthetniisableEmpirel.Vne 
impoaingprofile ofa maninKKK regalia lakes up almost an 
entire floor-to-ceiling pn liar. It isn’t overtly graphic or explicit by 
any stretch. It’s actually kind of a beautiful portrait, were it possi- 
ble to view the image with neutrality. But this isn't a possibility — 
and the fear struck by the menacing gaze of this actual Klananan 
(Serrano did not hire models for this series) is as palpable as the 
fear the artist is said to have foimd in his sulgects, whom he discov- 
ered were largely poor, rural and timid. 

Portraits by Carrie Mae Weems use placement oftext alongside 
images to cDnfrontstereotypeB,B4icA Woman aith Chicken is a 
square image of well, a blade woman holding fined chicken, and her 
face seems to say she’s not thrilled with being placed in this box. 
Images from l\%ems’Co/orecf People series are informal portraits

Golden Yeila Girl is a sun- 
burst, and you're left puzzling 
over what it meaois. 

Feminism is the exhibit’s 
stated topic that feels the most shortchanged; short ofBarhara 
KTigeris Untitled fWe are your circum^antial evidence), a monu- 
mental Pop Art collage of fiashion imagery, “Unsettled’ shows pho- 
tographers like Goldin and Zoe Leonard addressing women’s issues 
at the same time as they address any number ofeotber concerns 
— pcoverty, say, or drug addiction. The feminist movement here isn’t 
tackled with the focus ofits coimterparts. 

But while “Unsettled" studies intolerance and confimatation, the 
most fascinating battle line the exhibit reveals is wholly internal. A 
Mapplethorpe image on display comes fmm his controversial Black 
Book series, a stunning shot ofthe muscular back and buttocks of 
a model. In the exhibit notes. itpoinUout that Weems was one of 
many voices calling Mapplethorpe out forobejectifying block men 
throu^ this work, and the further racist undertones it carried. 

Even within the art worid.itseems. there is misunderstanding, 
disujiity and division.

FARE TO MIDDLING 

Overly focused on health food ethos, Fare 
needs to up its flavor game. By Adam Erace

That's why Robert Amar took his time getting the seats 
just right at Fare, the Fhirmount restaurant where he serves 

Navrosidis, David Orphanides and Andy Siegel, After four rounds 
□fprototype testing, the foursome settled on 
chairs with black h-ames like nerd-chk glasses, 
reclined just a whisper, htled with butt and back 
cushions upholstered in vanilla fabric made 
from post-consuinerrecyded material, 
thereby proclaim these the Most Comfortable 
Chairs in Philly. I should have stolen six for my dining room. 

Fram the carpet (recycled polyester) to tlie pendant lights (repur- 
posed troilic signals) lining a bur that pours biodynomic wines 
and carrot-jukecodttails, Fare has been built with eco-friendly 
intentionaand green isagreat color for this airy 70-seat space fac- 
ing Eastern State I^aitentiary.

Those oil-braised artichokes were just awful, utterly 
bland and as excessively greased as a Margate sea hag. 
Acid-Herbage. Sah.Tbe tenderthistles needed it all; 
it was asifBellew's station had been burglarized of its 
mise. Greased peas, a valiant freshening effort, resisted 
capture.ricocheting around my plate like ball bearings in 
a heated gome of Crossfire, 

Not everything was this bad. In fact, some of the items 
Bellew whipeupon such a restrictive dietuiy budget 
are downright magic. Sure, the sunflower sprouts 
weren't the best choice as a principal salad green — the 
slender shoots slipped through the tines of my fork like 
gartersnakes through a picket fence — but the cashew 
“cheese"? Liked it. Made from cashew milk injected with 
pmbiotics, it had the tang and texture of chevta, with the 
residual nutty butteriness of gouda and a hint of flomi 

Despite a topping of distractinglyorange-ygremo lata, 
the aforementioned scaUc^s were the most pristine Fve 
had lately, so fresh they shone with a peariescent coral 
tint. Mussels spread their shells in an imexpected carrot 
broth rharged with garlic and ginger. That broth was so 
sick, I would have even used the trurrchy wheat bread to 
sop it up. Instead.I settled fora spoon — and later regret- 
ted it. Our server, bored at best and surly at womt, ignored 
the dirty utensil, as well as other soiled cutlery and dishes.

I needed some to extinguish the bum ofcumin, rubbed 
heavy on a LaiKaster pork tenderloin. Better too spicy 
than bland.

Keeping the price point affordable — the menu tops out 
at $20 — doesn't coroe without restrictions.
